Perma Filter™ with Cleanstream ™ Filtration should not need to be replaced but should be cleaned every time the dirt container is emptied to 
maximize performance of vaccum. 

CLEANING DIRT CONTAINER: Periodically ,you may want to wash your dirt container.
